The Fifth Question, viz: “Who are admitted into full connection?’’

The minutes of the Keokuk District Conference were placed on file. 

A motion prevailed that when we adjourn it be to meet at 2 p. in. 

The Bishop appointed W. F. Cowles to preside at the afternoon 
session.

The report of the committee on Episcopal Support was recommitted 
to the committee with instruction to collect the amounts due in the 
several charges where there was a deficiency, 

C. W. Simmons was excused from the committee on Episcopal Sup- 
ix)rt, and S. F. Bishop was appointed in his place. 

D. A. Watters was excused from further attendance upon the Confer- 
ence. 

The following was adopted: “Recognizing in our brother C. F. Wil- 
liams special fitness for temperance work, we congratulate the National 
League on securing his services as their agent, and we heartily commend 
him and the cause which he represents to all friends of prohibition.” 

The Conference requested the Bishop to appoint C. F. Williams Tem- 
perance Agent. 

The Conference Stewards made their report, which was adopted, after 
which the amounts were distributed. (See Stewards’ Report.) • 

The loth Question, viz: “What Local Preachers have been elected 
Deacons?” and Robert A. Allison, recommended by the Oskaloosa 
District Conference, was elected to Deacon’s Orders. 

A motion prevailed that when we adjourn it be to meet at 2 p. m.

SECOND ANNUAL REPORT OF THE MISSISSIPPI RAPIDS BLUFF PARK 

ASSOCIATION.

To the Bishop and Members of the Iowa Annual Conference, held at 
Mi. Pleasant, Sex)t. 10, 1885: 

Dear Fathers and Brethren:— In the good providence of God, 
I have the honor to lay before your venerable body this second annual 
report of doings of the Association, and the condition of the interests 
under its care. 

In the last report it was stated that the Association held a deed in fee 
simple for seventeen acres of land and held an option on two other 
tracts — one for one hundred and ten acres, and the other for thirty acres. 

4 
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The Association closed the first option, taking only thirty-two acres, 
for which they now have a deed. 

The other option will terminate on the first day of January next, and 
it is intended to secure this tract also of thirty acres, which is known as 
the Riverside Institute; and by the acquisition of this tract the grounds 
of the Association will consist of about eightyaeres of land, which in 
point of accessibility, perfect adaptation to the use intended, and gran- 
deur of surrounding scenery is scarcely equalled in all this portion of 
the western country. 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

Since the last report, the Association have made some much needed 
and substantial improvements. To supply water a large cistern has 
been made, that will hold some hundreds of barrels. There has also 
been built a large dining hall and kitchen, also a large hall for lodging. 
Roads have been repaired, and a fence enclosing 49 acres of land has 
been built. A number of persons who have purchased lots have erected 
elegant cottages on them. And through the zeal and energy of W. E. 
Patterson an observatory w'as erected which adds greatly to the interest 
of the place, and which was acc‘omplished without expense to the 
Association. 

Many others owning lots are expected to build during the coming 
spring and summer. It is also contemplated to secure before the next 
meeting an artesian well from which water can be carried in pipes to 
all the cottages and all other parts wherever needed. 

PROGRAMME OF EXERCISES. 

A Sunday School Assembly began its session July 16th and closed 
Sabbath evening, July 19th. A number of able Sfibbath School work- 
ers M^ere in attendance". Sabbath morning, Bishop Merrill being pres- 
ent, preached with unusual power and to the great edification of the 
people. The occasion was one of great interest. 

On Monday, July 20, a course of literary and scientific lectures began, 
and closed Wednesday, July 23. The work in this course was of the 
highest order, and all the speakers in the two departments spoken of 
acquitted themselves with honor, giving unmistakable evidence of a 
high order of talent, both natural and acquired, and made a deep and 
lasting impression upon the minds and hearts of those who were pres- 
ent. 

CAMP MEETING. 

The Camp Meeting began on the 24th and closed on the 31st, being 
conducted by Rev. Thomas Harrison. It was a season of wonderful 
blessing and power. 

The altar was often crowded with earnest penitents, and many were 
happily converted to God; others were let into the blessed experience of 
perfect love. The orderly decorum on the part of the people was 
worthy of all praise. Without a guard or police of any kind, by night 
or day, both the property and person of all in attendance were perfectly 
secure; no rude or boisterous conduct was known at any time, but the 
most perfect order prevailed from beginning to end of the meeting- 
The citizens of Montrose and vicinity have won the highest respect and 
esteem of all in attendance upon the meeting, and are regarded as 
among the most orderly and law-abiding people in the State.

5 . REPORT OF THE SECRETARY. 

To the Bishop and Members of the Iowa Annual Conference — 

Dear Fathers and Brethi*en:— As Secretary of the Iowa Wes- 
leyan University, I have the honor of laying before you this thirty- 
first annual report of said institution, for the College year ending June 
16 , 1885 . 

And with unspeakable gratitude I record another year of peace, har- 
mony, and healthful growth in all its departments. Under the pru-. 
dent management and control of President J. T. McFarland, there has 
been nothing to disturb the general tranquility that has* prevailed 
throughout the year among the students. While the untiring labors 
and earnest zeal of the members of the faculty lo accomplish thorough 
work and conserve the highest and best interests of the institution is 
worthy of all praise. 

In addition to this, there has been an excellent state of religious 
feeling in the school, and many of the students have been happily 
converted during the year. 
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There is a Y. M. C. A. and a Y. W. C. A. organized among the stu- 
dents, which are exerting an excellent influence in favor of religion. 

It is with sadness of heart, however, that I record the death of John 
H. Peck, Professor of Latin and Greek Language and Literature, who 
departed this life April 21, 1885. This is the first instance in tlie his- 
tory of the institution where death has invaded our Faculty to take 
away from active duty one of its members. 

The Board of Trustees, at their regular meeting, ordered the follow- 
ing minute to be spread upon their journal, to-wit: 

Resolved^ That Prof. John H. Peck, by his patient and faithful 
devotion to his duties; by his pure ami Christian life, and by his self- 
sacrificing spirit of devotion to the welfare of the University and its 
students, not only won the respect^^ but also the love of all who knew 
him. 

Resolved, That while we bow in submission to the will of heaven in 
this affliction, yet we cannot but express our regret that one so young 
and full of promise of future good and usefulness should hav’^e been 
taken from us, and we desire here to express our feelings in regard to 
the great loss sustained by the Iowa Wesleyan University in the death 
of Prof. John H. Peck. 

Resolved, That we tender his bereaved family our Christian sym- 
pathy in their sore affliction and loss, and that these resolutions be 
spread upon our records and a copy of the same be forwarded his wife. 

The place of Prof. Peck was filled for the remaining part of the term 
by Prof. G. F. W. Willey, A. M., and 

The Board at its last meeting, elected to fill the above vacancy, C. N. 
Curtis, Ph. D. 

E. N. Kauffman, M. S., Prof, of Didactics and Principal of the 
Academical Department, on account of ill health, resigned his chair, 
and Gus. A. AValters, M. S., was elected to fill the same. 

The following proposition by T. Whiting was presented to the Board 
at the last meeting, to-wit: 

Being desirous to aid the cause of Christian education and to in- 
crease the endowment of the Iowa Wesleyan University, I hereby 
agree to pay to the Iowa Wesleyan University, three years from date, 
the sum of Five Thousand Dollars, upon the following conditions: 
That during said three years there shall be raised in Mt. Pleasant, 
either in cash or good subscriptions, the sum of Five Thousand Dol- 
lars, aside from my subscription, which amount shall be for the per- 
manent endowment of said University, and there shall be raised out- 
side of Mt. Pleasant, in subscriptions or cash. Eight Thousand 8even 
Hundred Dollars during said time, to apply on the indebtedness of 
said University, 

If said conditions are met within three years from this date, then I 
agree to pay to said University said sum of Five Thousand Dollars 
within ninety days after it is so met, or give my obligation for said 
amount, payable within a reasonable time at 6 per cent, interest. If 
said conditions are not met within three years from this date, then 
this obligation to be void. Whiting.

K. MEMOIRS. 



1. MEMOIR OF BISHOP I. W. WILEY, 

Within the past year another of our honored Bishops has been re- 
moved by death from the labors of the Church militant to the rewards 
of the Church triumphant. Bishop I. W. Wiley was born March 25, 
1825, in Lewistown, Pennsylvania. When ten years old he gave his 
heart to God, and at the age of thirteen united with the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. His religious experience was of such a character, 
and the gifts displayed by him were so extraordinary that at the early 
age of nineteen he was licensed to preach. He was educated in the 
Dickenson College, at Carlisle, Pa. In 1850 he graduated in the Medi- 
cal Department of the University of the City of New York, and the 
same year went as Medical Missionary to China. Returning to the 
United States in 1854, he entered the regular pastoral work in the New- 
ark Conference. In 1858 he was made President of the Pennington 
Collegiate Institute, and filled the office with great acceptability until 
1864, when he was elected by the General Conference to the editorship 
of the Ladies’ Repository at Cincinnati. The same year the Wesleyan 
University at Middletown conferred upon him the degree of D. D. He 
was made a Bishop in 1872, and in 1877 visited our work in China and 
Japan, and organized the Fowchow Conference in China. In 1879 he 
visited our missions in Europe, and in the same year the Ohio Wesleyan 
University conferred upon him the degree of L. L. D. 

Bishop Wiley’s whole life showed him to be every way worthy of the 
honors conferred upon him by the Church and her institutions of learn- 
ing. Though not what many might call a great orator, he was a very 
able and successful preacher. His thoughts were clear, forcible and con- 
vincing, and his manner pleasing and persuasive. He seldom if ever 
appealed to the emotions, was calm and unimpassioned in delivery, yet 
possessed a spiritual power and unction which often stirred the heart of 
the hearer to its profoundest depths. In the collegiate department of 
Church work he ^owed himself to be a competent educator. He was 
regarded as an able editor by the readers of the Ladies’ Repository. As 
a Bishop, he was highly respected for his statesmanlike ability in 
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administration, and dearly loved for the purity of his heart and life. 
In every department in which he was plac^ by the Church, he was an 
earnest, persevering, and successful worker. He twice made the circuit 
of the world in the work of the Church, and at last died in her service, 
in a foreign land; therefore, 

Resolved^ That in the death of Bishop Wiley^he Church has lost an 
able and successful Superintendent, whose zeal and fidelity in the work 
of the Lord had endeared him to her heart. 

Resolved^ That we offer our tender sympathies to his bereaved and 
afflicted family. 

2. MEMOIR OF EBEN CORNELL BEHRY. 

Rev. Eben Cornell Berry, son of Daniel and Nancy Cornell Berry, 
was born at Portsmouth, N. H., Oct. 6th, 1845, and died June 30th, 
1885, at Kingston, N. H., aged 39 years and 8 months. 

He was converted at Boston, Mass., in 1867; was baptised in Roches- 
ter, N. H., in 1868, by Rev. L. P. Cushman, and was received into the 
Methodist Episcopal Church the same year. He was licensed to exhort 
in 1869, and to preach in 1870, at Rochester, N. H. He joined the New 
Hampshire Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church in 
April, 1876, and was ordained Local Deacon at the same Conference. 
He was ordained Local Elder in April, 1878. 

Bro. Berry was married in Dover, N. H., Oct. 6, 1870, to Miss Clarissa 
A. Buzzell, ’by Rev. James Thurstin. Mrs. Berry died in Salem, N. H., 
July 23, 1881. His second marriage was to Miss Laura F. Prescott, of 
Kingston, N. H., Feb. 12, 1883. 

He leaves but one child— Arthur Eben— born at Dover, N. H., July 
19, 1872. 

Bro. Berry graduated at a Business School in Concord, N. H. He 
was a member of the New Hampshire Conference Seminary and Female 
College and lacked but two terms of graduation. He was also a stu- 
dent at the School of Theology, Boston University, in 1878. 

His stations were as follows: 1876-77, Groveton, N. H.; 1878, Sea- 
brook, N. H.; 1879-’80-’81, Salem; 1882, Kingston; 1883.’84, Gilford 
Village. On account of poor health, Sept. 22, 1884, he went west, and 
was transferred to the Iowa Conference in April, 1885. His last station 
was New Sharon, Iowa. A severe chill brought on a relapse of his 
former complaints. Failing' rapidly, he and his wife started for the 
former home of Mrs. Berry, in Kingston, N. H., which they were barely 
able to reach a few days before his death. He was completely and glo- 
riously sustained in his last days and hours by the comforts and hopes 
of that gosj^el which he so much loved to preach. 

His funeral was attended, July 3d, at the M. E. Church in Kingston, 
N. H., by a goodly number of his kindred, his former ministerial asso- 
ciates, and the loved parishioners of other days. The scene and the 
services were profoundly impressive. Appropriate hymns were tenderly 
rendered by tne choir. A sketch of his life, and precious personal rec- 
ollections of his student life and early ministry were given in an 
address by Rev. J. W. Adams, of Exeter, his former presiding elder. 
Tender and beautiful tributes to his memory were also given in ad- 
dresses by Rev. C. U. Dunning, presiding elder of Dover District; Rev. 
C. M. Dinsmore, of South Newmarket; Rev. M. Howard, of Salem, 
and Rev. Wm. H. Stewart, of Raymond. The opening prayer was 
made by Rev. J. L. Felt, of Amesburg, Mass., ana the closing prayer 
by the pastor at Kingston, Rev. J. M. Bean.

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3. REV. JOHN S. FREELAND. 

Rev. John S. Freeland was born at Mapletown, Green county. Pa., 
Aug. 23, 1885. His father, Jesse Freeland, who was a minister of the 
M. E. Church, moved to West Virginia, and entered the West Virginia 
Conference. Bro. Freeland was converted when eighteen years of age, 
and united with the church of his father. On his nineteenth birthday, 
Aug. 23, 1864, he enlisted in Co. D of the 155th Pennsylvania Infantry 
Volunteers to defend his country against the armed rebellion that was 
then seeking to disrupt it. He was in the battles of Hatcher's Run and 
Five Forks; witnessed the surrender of General Lee, and was honor- 
ably discharged at Washington, H. C., June 12. 1865. On returning 
home, he attended college for a time at Wayneburg, Pa. In 1869 he 
was licensed to preach, and for two years traveled under the supervision 
of Rev. J. B. Blakeney, then presiding elder of Morgantown District. 
In 1871 he was admitted on trial in the West Virginia Conference, and 
for five years labored with great acceptibility and usefulness. While on 
the Williamstown work he married Miss Mary L. Kinnaird, of that 
place, in 1872. The charges served by him while in the West Virginia 
Conference were Brandenville, Point Pleasant, Clifton, Williamstewn, 
and Burning Springs. In 1876 he was transferred to the Iowa Confer- 
ence, and )vas appointed successively to Moulton, Farmington, Pella, 
Granville, Rose Hill, and Salem. Toward the close of last year his 
health became so impaired as to render him unable to do full work. 
But the brethren on the Salem charge, thinking that a few weeks rest 
would restore his health, insisted on his re-appointment. Instead of 
reviving, he continued to decline until Jat). 2, 1885, when he closed his 
eyes in great peace and went up to join the white-robed throng, in the 
heavenly city, where there is no death, neither sickness, pain, or sorrow. 
He left four little ones, to the care and guardianship of his afTectionate, 
and bereaved companion. He was buried at Salem by the order of Odd 
Fellows, of which organization he was an honored member. An able 
and appropriate funeral sermon was preached by Rev. J. B. Blakeney. 
Brother Freeland had clear views of Bible truth and preached from 
the heart, with much acceptability and efficiency, the doctrines of the 
the gospel, and the experimental realities of spiritual life. He was a 
faithful pastor, a good organizer of Church work, a Judicial administra- 
tor, and indefatigable in promoting all the interests of the Church. He 
was a warm-hearted and faithful friend, a real Christian gentleman, 
and in every sense true to all the relations he sustained to God, his 
family, his country, and his fellow men. In his death the Church has 
lost a faithful and able w orker. 

4. REV. L. C. WOODFORD. 

The Rev. L. C. Woodford was born in Candor, Tioga county. New 
York, May 31st, 1813, of Presbyterian parents. He was educated at 
Casinovia Seminary. He was converted and united with the Methodist 
Episcopal Church in Candor, in August, 1833. He wiis licensed to 
preach by the Candor Quarterly Conference, Owego District, Horace 
Agard, presiding elder, in October, 1836. He was ordained Deacon by 
Bish^ Roberts, at Casinovia, in August, 1840, and supplied the Speed- 
^ yille Circuit that year. He was admitted on trial in Oneida Conference 
in September, 1841, and for three years served respectively Pagebrook, 
Windsor, and Bristol circuits. In 1844, he joined the Iowa Conference, 
of which he remained a member until called to his reward above. 
Having been 51 years a member of the Methodist Epicopal Church and 
48 years an itinerant minister. His appointments in low’a w’ere as fol- 
lows: Mt. Vernon, Tipton, Grandview, Crawfordsville, and Richmond. 
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Although his effective relation to the Conference was only about fifteen 
years, he was active in the work of the Church and his Divine Lord as 
long as his physical strength would permit, often indeed going beyond 
his strength in his love and zeal for the cause of God and humanity.— 
He superannuated because of weakness of the lun^, soon after coming 
to Davenport, where, by his loving and gentle^^irit, he endeared him- 
self to all who knew him, and from here he wenfHo his reward on Sept. 
13th, 1884. 

Father Woodford was one of the most unselfish of men, and was 
always deeply interested in the success of the Gospel of the Blessed 
Christ, and particularly within the bounds of the Iowa Conference. 
The time of tne Conference session was always a time of deep interest 
to him, and when he could no longer meet with his brethren he watched 
eagerly for any and all accounts of their annual meetings. 

About a year before he died, cancer developed, so located as to cause 
intense and constant suffering; yet all was borne without a murmur, 
and most of the time w'ith cheerfulness. His death was a happy illus- 
tration of the power of Christian faith. His funeral took place from 
the 14th Street M. E. Church, Davenport, conducted by the pastor, unto 
whom Bro. Woodford said, when arranging for it (as he did minutely), 
“I do not want you to eulogize me, but preach so as to touch the heart 
of some poor sinner,’’ — his love for the souls of men strong to the last. 

On Feb. 18, 1836, he married Miss Maria Howel, of Spencer, New 
York, who has shared his labors and triumphs; who, with a daughter 
and son, all worthy members of the M. E. Church, survive him. The 
widow has a humble home with the daughter in Davenport, and the 
son is now the worthy Secretary of the Y. M. C. A. of Moline, Ills. 

Mother Woodford is a great sufferer from chronic rheumatism, not 
having walked a step for 21 years, and is entitled to the prayers and 
loving consideration of all Christians, and this Conference in particular. 

5. MRS. IRENE CARNINE. 

Mrs. Irene Carnine, wife of the Rev. R. A. Carnine, of the Iowa Con- 
ference, was born May 10th, 1852, in DesMoines county, Iowa. She was 
the daughter of Francis Blake, one of the early settlers of this State. 
On the 9th of l^ptember, 1874, she was united in holy wedlock to the 
Rev. R. A. Carnine. On the 10th of December, 1884, she departed this 
life. The summons was sudden and unexpect^. A prominent physi- 
cian told Bro. Carnine as he left the parsonage that the danger was 
probably all over; but in less than one hour she was a corpse. How 
uncertain is life. Sister Carnine was a corpse, Bro. Carnine a widower, 
and his children motherless. On the 12th of December her funeral ser- 
vices were held in the M. E. Church of Newton, where Bro. Carnine 
was pastor, all the ministers of the different denominations taking 
part in the solemn services. The writer preached her funeral, selecting 
for the theme the resurrection of the human body. The large audience 
and the solemnity expressed in each countenance, seemed to say we are 
in deep sympathy with the pastor of this charge; we mourn with him 
in his unexpected bereavement. 

“Death enters and there’s no defense. His time there’s none can 
tell.” How soon the silver cord is loosened; the golden bowl broken, 
the pitcher at the fountain, and the wheel at the cistern. Her sickness 
w as short, no time to counsel with husband, children, and Christian 
friends. The pains of mortality soon sever^ the tender ties which 
bound her active and useful life to earth, home, and loved ones. 

Sister Carnine was a devout Christian. The first time I ever heard 
her pray in public, I was deeply impressed with the simplicity of her 
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manner and the childlike simplicity of her faith. She was humble and 
devout, possessing a meek and quiet spirit, which are in the sight of 
God of great price. She was a good wife; one well qualified to be the 
helpmate of a faithful itinerant minister. As a mother she was all that 
could be expected in looking well after the best interests of her children. 
As a Christian she was faithful in using all the public as well as all the 

E rivate means of grace. She did not forget the sick chamber, but made 
er visits there to cheer the sick and the dying. She had many friends 
in Newton, likewise in other fields of labor where Brother Carnine had 
.been pastor, especially in New Sharon, and in Simpson Charge in Oska- 
loosa. 

In the death of Sister Carnine,'sudden death was sudden glory. She 
rests from her labors and her works do follow her. “God hurries his 
workman, but carries on his work.” Frequently the human body is too 
frail to endure the surging storms that encounter us in our pilgrimage 
to that better country; consequently one by one we fall, until all along 
the “Highway” of this grand army of our Immanuel, we see the new- 
made graves of the sainted dead, and their universal testimony is, “And 
the best of all is, God is still with us."

S.— TEMPERANCE. 



REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 

(1) The Iowa Conference is composed of Methodists whose motto, in 
the words of the last General Conference, is “Voluntary total abstinence 
from all intoxicants, as the true ground of personal temperance; and 
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complete legal prohibition of the traffic in intoxicating drinks, as the 
duty of civil government. 

(2.) To promote and enforce these sentiments we will continue to use 
every moral and social influence, to keep sober men from getting into 
drinking habits, and to get drinking men to become sober citizens. 

(3.) We will exert ourselves especially to save the children and youth 
from taking the first steps towards a drunkard’s life; and we will 
heartily second the movement to procure the introduction of text books 
j into the public schools to teach the fatal effects of alcoholic stimulants 
li upon the human system. 

[ (4.) We endorse the recommendation of the Woman’s Christian 

[ Temperance Union, in the circular referred to us, for an occasional lesson 
= on Temperance in the Sunday Schools, and for a day for Temperance in 
I the Week of Prayer. 

; (5.) We r^oice at the signal success of the Iowa Prohibitory Law in 

f every place in w'hich it has had a fair trial. We demand its strictest 

enforcement on the part of those whose sworn duty it is to administer 
it; and we pledge ourselves as far as we are able, to secure and main- 
tain its enforcement in the communities where w'e may reside. 

(6.) We promise to resist any attempt to repeal our Prohibitory Law 
by the use of every means which we can properly employ as Christian 
men and citizens. 

(7.) In so far as the purposes are to be promoted by moral agencies, 
we expect to be found in hearty sympathy and active alliance with all 
those societies and associations 'which are properly organized for the 
same end; and in the sphere in which they are only to be realized by 
political action, we intend to exercise our full rights as citizens for the 
help of that party, or those candidates, promising us the most prompt 
ajid efficient co-operation. 

(8.) We greatly deprec ate any attempt at this stage of the Temper- 
ance Reform to organize a third party in Iowa.

T.— TOBACCO. 

Touching the tobacco habit, we can regard it none otherwise than a 
needless self indulgence; and are more and more convinced of its evil 
tendency. And while we do not feel at liberty to denounce it as sinful 
in every instance, we do believe it to be at variance with the spirit of 
the Gospel and out of harmony with the spirit of reform so prevalent 
in this age of social and religious advancement. We are thankful for 
the advanced steps taken by our General Conference toward the extir- 
pation of this habit, and will hail with gladness the day when the 
manufacture, sale, and use of tobacco shall be entirely prohibited in the 
Methodist Episcopal Church. We are pained to know that many of 
our ministers, some of whom occupy places of large authority, habitu- 
ally disregard the oft-expressed desires, and sentiments of this (.Confer- 
ence in this matter; and we entreat these brethren for Christ’s sake and 
the sake of the Church to heed the voice of the Conference, and in the 
future abstain from this offensive habit.
